F. No. 1 [5|83[E.I.—Attention is invited to 
export policy of meat of culled Buffaloes, meat of 
Indian Sheep and meat of Indian Goats as indica¬ 
ted under S. No. 6 of the Policy Statement of Im¬ 
ports and Export Policy, 1983-84 (Vol. II). 

2. In order to ensure that only meat conforming 
to health standard is exported, it has been decided 
to introduce compulsory Quality Control Pre-ship¬ 
ment Inspection, in respect of meat of above ani¬ 
mals. 

3. Accordingly the following amendments to the 
export policy shall be made in the Policy State 
ment of Import and Export Policy, 1983-84 
(Vol. II).
